Parents, and Maſters, are too Negligent of their Duty in the Matter.

E it enacted by the Governor, Council, and Repreſentatives, in 
General Court Aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
That if any Perſon ſhall be found Drunken, ſo that he be thereby 
bereaved and difabled in the Uſe of his Reaſon and Underſtanding, 
appearing either in his Speech, Geſture, or Behaviour ; and be thereof 
convicted, he. ſhall forfeit as a Fine the Sum of Eight Shillings to 
the Treaſury of the Town where the Offence is committed, for the 
Uſe of the Poor therein: And for want of Goods whereon to make 
Diſtreſs, the Offender or Offenders ſhall be ſet in the Stocks, there 
to remain not exceeding Three Hours, nor leſs than One Hour.

Field that now is ſettled, reputed, or uſed, or hereafter ſhall be ne, 
fixed, or ſtated for a Common Field, ſhall and may meet together by 
themſelves or Agents, annually on the firſt Monday in Mareb, or on 
ſuch other Day as they ſhall appoint, at the uſual Place of the Town- 
Meeting in the Town where ſuch Field is, or at ſuch other Place as 
they ſhall appoint, to order the Affairs of ſuch Field, with Reſpect to 
the Fencing and Improving faid Field, and all other Things neceſſary 
| for the well ordering, managing and improving the ſame : In which 

Meetings the Proprietors of ſuch Fields ſhall have full Power by their 


major Vote, to be computed by Intereſt, to order all ſuch Affairs as 
they ſhall ſee meet. | | 


And the better to enable them to carry on and manage the Afairs of 


fuch F zelds, 


They are hereby impowered to chuſe a Moderator, and Clerk;

An Act relating to Guardians of Minors. 


General Court Aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 


That when and ſo often as there ſhall be Occaſion, the Courts of Minors how 


Probate in the ſeveral Diſtricts in this Colony, ſhall be, and they are 
hereby Impowred to allow of Guardians, who ſhall be choſen by 


Minors, ofAge byLaw for the chuſing ofGuardians ; and to appoint | 


Guardians for ſuch as ſhall be within that Age. 

And that when it ſhall ſo happen that there ſhall be any Minor, of 
Age for the chufing a Guardian, who hath neither Father, Guardian, 
nor Maſter ; then each and every of the Judges ot the ſaid Courts of 
Probates within whoſe Diſtrit ſuch Minor lives or reſides, ſhall 
notify ſuch Minor to appear before him, and ele& ſome meet Perſon 
to be his or her Guardian ; which being done, the fame may be 
Allewed, as aboveſaid. | | ; 

And upon Refuſal or Neglect to make ſuch Election, ſuch Judge 
ſhall appoint, and the reſpective Judges aforeſaid, are hereby Im- 
powred to appoint a Guardian for ſuch Minor neglecting or refuſing 
as aforeſaid. And the Power and Authority of ſuch Guardian ſhall 
be as good and effectual to all Intents and Purpoſes, as if firſt Elec- 
ted by ſuch Minor; and thereupon allowed, as aforeſaid.

And that if any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, ſhall block up, or 
lay, or cauſe to be laid in any High-way, any Stones, Tree or Trees, 
or Timber; or ſhall by Digging, or any other Means obſtruct, hin- 
der, or indanger the Paſſage of Travellers in ſuch Ways ; being 
thereof duly Convicted, ſhall pay the Charge of repairing, clearing 
or filling up the ſame, and alſo incur the penalty of Twenty Sbillings:

It is further Enafed by the Authority aforeſaid, That when and 
ſo often as any Suit ſhall be brought by any Indian or Indians for 
the recovery of any Lands reſerved by the Indians for themſelves, 
or ſequeſtred for the Uſe and Benefit of the Indians, by Order of

Perſon ſhall not duly attend the public Worſhip of God on the 
Lord's-Day, in ſome Congregation by Law allowed, unleſs hindred 
by Sickneſs, or otherways neceſſarily Detained or Hindred, ſhall 
incur the Penalty of Three Sbhillings for every ſuch Offence : And 
being preſented to Authority for ſuch Neglect, ſhall be deemed 
Guilty thereof, if ſuch Perſon ſhall not be able to prove to the Satis- 
faction of ſaid Authority; that he or ſhe has attended the ſaid Worſhip.

An Act concerning Indian, Molatto, and Vegro Servants, 
and Slaves. 


E it Enadted by the Governor, Council, and Repreſentatives, in 
General Court Aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
That whatſoever Negro, Molatto, or Indian Servant, or Servants 
ſhall be found Wandering out of the Bounds of the Town, or Place 
to which they belong without a Ticket, or Paſs in Writing under 
the Hand of ſome Aſſiſtant, or Juſtice of the Peace, or under the 
Hand of the Maſter, or Owner of ſuch Negro, Molatto, or Indian 
Servants, ſhall be deemed, and Accounted to be Run-aways, and 
may be Treated as ſuch : And every Perſon Inhabiting in this Colony, 
Finding, or Meeting with any ſuch Negro, Molatto, or Indian Servant, 
or Servants not having a Ticket, as aforeſaid, is hereby Impowred 
to Seiſe, and Secure him, or them, and Bring him, or them before 
the next Authority to be Examined, and Returned to his, or their 
Maſter, or Owner, who ſhall ſatisfy the Charge Accruing thereby. 
And all Ferry-Men within this Colony, are hereby Required not 
to ſuffer any Indian, Molatto, or Negro Servant, without Certificate, 
as aforeſaid, to paſs over their Reſpective Ferries, by Aſſiſting them 
therein Directly, or Indirectly, on the Penalty of paying a Fine of 
Twenty Shillings for every ſuch Offence, to theOwner ot ſuch Servants.

HF HEREAS it is repreſented to this Aſſembly, That ſundry Perſons, by Dams, 

Warts and conſtant drawing of Seins in ſaid River, in the Spring of the 
Near, greatly interrupt and binder the Paſſage, and taking the Fiſh up ſaid River, 
which Obſtructions are very Injurious to the Public. For the Remedy whereof : 
Be it enacted by the Governor, Council and Reprefentatives, in General Court af- 
ſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That no Perſon ot Perſons what- 
ſoever, ſhall keep up any Dam or Dams on ſaid River, within the Limits 
of this Colony; without leaving an open, free Paſſage for the Fiſh through 
each Dam, at leaſt Fifteen Feet wide, from the Bottom, and keep the fame 
open during the Months of March, April, and May, in each Tear: Nor 
ſhall any Perfon or Perfons, during ſaid Months of March, April, or May, 
in each Year, erect or keep up any Ware or Wares on ſaid River, or draw 
any Sein or Seins therein, within this Colony, for the taking of Fiſh, but

An Act for preventing Fraud in Debtors, and for ſecuring the Effects 
of inſolvent Debtors, for the Uſe of their Creditors, and for the 
equitable Diviſion of the Eſtates and Effects of ſuch Debtors, to 
and among their Creditors. 
HEREAS the Eftate or Effects of inſolvent Debtors have been attached, 
\ and Actions have been brought againſt ſuch Debtors, or againſt Perſons 
who have had ihe Eſtate or Effects of abſcondiag or concealed Debtors 
in their Hands as Truſtees of ſuch Debtors ; which Eſtate and Effects have been 
held by the Creditor or Creditors, at whoſe Suit they were attached, again@ the 
other Creditors ; by Means whereof great Inequality and Injuſtice bas been occa- 
fioned, and Law-ſuits have been greatly multiplied. For the Prevention whereof 
tor the furure : 

Be it enacted by the Governor, Council and Repreſentatives, in General Court aſ- 
ſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That tor the future, all Attachments, 
of any Eſtate, real, perſonal or mixed, of any Debtor, that ſhall be made 
at the Suit of any one or more of his Creditors, ſhall hold ſuch Eſtate 
againſt the Debtor, and his Aſſigns only, but not againft any other of the 
Creditors of ſuch Debtor: And all Attachments that have or ſhall be fo
